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The  Public  Library  was  opened  in  I806,  and  during  the  oO  years 
of  its  existence  has  acquired  a  number  of  books  and  some  manuscripts 
and  other  objects  of  exceptional  interest.  A  young  library  in  a  new 
country  can  never  hope  to  compete  with  the  long  estabHshed  and  more 
favoured  institutions  of  the  old  world  as  regards,  manuscripts  and 
incunabula,  but  it  is  hoped  that  sufficient  material  exists  to  malce  tlie 
Exhibition  of  interest  to  the  public  of  Victoria. 

The  early  views  of  the  city  of  Melbourne  and  the  manuscript  docu- 
ments connected  with  its  history  are  beginning  to  acquire  an  iuteresb 
that  must  increase  in  the  future.  The  Trustees  hope  to  obtain  more 
historical  records  from  time  to  time,  and  no  effort  will  be  spared  ou 
their  part  to  strengthen  the  collection  in  this  respect.

Without  title-page  or  signatures.  The  leaves  are  numbered  on  each 
side  with  the  same  no.,  the  Old  Testament  consisting  of  fi'.  421,  and 
the  New  Testament  of  ff.  no.  The  head-titles  and  chapter  numbers 
iire  printed  in  black  ink,  and  the  titles  of  books  and  the  colophon  in 
red.  The  initials  of  each  book  are  printed,  and  in  this  copy  richly 
rubricated  in  a  variety  of  colours;  but  those  of  the  chapters  are  not 
printed,  and  have  been  inserted  in  red.  The  Prayer  of  Manasseh  is 
printed  on  a  separate  leaf  inserted  after  fol.  185. 

Zainer  was  the  earliest  printer  in  Augsburg,  and  began  the  use  of 
woodcuts  for  book-illustration  about  1471.  Into  each  of  the  large 
initial  capitals  in  this  work  a  picture  has  been  introduced. 

During  the  first  60  years  of  printing  title-pages  were  rare,  such 
particulars  as  the  firinter  considered  it  desirable  to  give  being  con- 
tained in  the  co'opho:!  or  note  affixed  to  the  end  of  a  book.  The 
<:olophon  usually  gave  the  place  and  year  of  publication,  and  the 
jiame  of  the  printer.  The  first  known  instance  of  a  colophon  in  a 
printed  book  occurs  in  the  Mentz  Psalter  of  1457,  which  is  also 
.supposed  to  be  the  earliest  printed  book  with  a  date. 

The  first  book  with  any  attempt  at  a  title-page  was  printed  by 
Arnolil  ther  Hoernen,  of  Cologne,  in  1470;  but  a  full  title-page  was 
not  generally  adopted  until  50  years  later. 

After  1480  the  "label"  title-page  often  occurs.  This  consists 
usually  of  a  few  words  printed  at  the  top  of  a  preliminary  blank 
leaf.  (For  an  example  see  no.  20.)  From'  1520  full  title-pages 
came  into  general  use,  and  superseded  both  the  "label"  form  and 
the  colophon.

Rub- 
ricated throughout.  The  collation  agrees  exactly  with  that  given  in 
Urunet,  from  whose  Manuel  the  above  title  is  taken.  Johan  Mentelin, 
the  first  printer  of  .Strasburg,  is  generally  supposed  lo  nave  acquired 
the  art  from  Ciutenberg.  Some  doubt  seems  to  have  been  ca.st  on 
the  opinion  that  iVrentelin  was  the  printer  of  this  edition,  but  autho- 
rities are  agreed  that  it  was  printed  about  the  same  time  as  his  edi- 
tion. 
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Vinceiitius  Bellovacensis,  or  Vincent  de  Beauviiis,  a  Dominican 
monk,  the  a\itlior  of  this  veritable  encyclopaedia  of  the  13th  century, 
died  about  1260. 

The  volumes  are  in  the  original  binding  in  undressed  pigskin,  with 
wooden  boards,  and  brass-bound  corners.  Blind  tooling,  vellum 
lettering  pieces,  hand  printed.

In  the  early  days 
of  printing  it  was  done  in  imitation  of  ms.,  and  sold  as  such.  Blanks 
were  left — as  here — at  the  commencement  of  the  divisions  of  the 
work  for  the  illuminator,  who  filled  in  the  proper  letters  ornamented 
as  was  usual  in  mss. 

In  this  work  the  initial  capitals  are  inserted  in  red,  and  the  capitals 
throughout  touched  up  with  the  same  co'our.  For  a  short  notice  of 
Anthony  Koberger,  one  of  whose  earliest  publications  this  is,  see 
no.  10. 

Bound  with  this  book  is 

Warnefrideus,  Paulus,  called  Paulus  Diaconus.  De  origine  et 
irestis  regura  Lan<i;obardorii  libii  VI.

From  the  press  of  Jean  Petit,  one  of  the  most  r€markable 
of  the  early  French  printers,  who,  with  his  descendants,  carried 
on  the  trade  for  336  years.  His  device  on  the  title-page  is  one  of 
the  half-dozen  made  use  of  by  him.  The  colophon  contains  tlie 
date,  and,  as  usual  with  the  older  books,  ends  with  a  pious  ejacula- 
tion, "Deo  Gratiae."  Jean  Petit  was  associated  in  the  produc- 
tion of  this  book  with  Josse  Bade.

Ratdolt  was,  after 
Zainer,  the  most  important  printer  of  Augsburg,  and  before  setting 
up  his  press  there,  in  i486,  he  had  been  for  some  years  one  of  the 
chief  printers  of  Venice,  and  was  practically  the  first  there  to  put 
wood  engravings  into  his  books.  Further,  he  issued  in  1476  the  first 
ornamental  title-page  known,  and  in  the  same  year  originated  another 
innovation  by  using  printed  and  ornamented  initials  and  borders.  He 
was  also  the  first  Venetian  printer  to  use  a  mark.

15th  century  there  were  more  printers  in  Venice  than  in  any  other 
city  of  Europe,  and  the  name  of  Aldus  Manutius  must  always  ren~ 
der  this  period  famous.  He  was  the  founder  of  the  Aldine  family, 
which  comes  at  the  head  of  the  Venetian  printers,  not  only  in  the 
extreme  beauty  of  their  typographical  works,  but  also  in  the  matter 
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of  marks.  Hs  began  to  print  in  1494,  his  main  idea  being  to  print 
Greek  books,  and  in  1500  founded  the  Aldine  academ.y,  the  source 
of  so  many  scholarly  editions  in  the  i6th  century.  In  1502  he 
adopted  a  mark,  the  well-known  dolphin  anchor,  which,  with  slight 
variations,  was  used  up  to  5546.  He  died  in  1515,  leaving  a  son, 
Paulus,  3  years  old;  and  his  father-in-law,  Andrea  de  Torresani, 
himself  a  famous  printer,  carried  on  the  business.  In  1540  Paulus 
took  over  the  entire  management.

The  Stephnnus,  Estienne,  or  Etienne  family 
are  the  most  notable  of  the  i6lh  century  Paris  printers.  Henri,  the- 
first,  and  chief  of  the  family,  began  in  1502.  liis  sons,  Francis  and 
Robert,  followed  the  art  in  company  with  Simon  de  Colines,  who- 
had  married  their  widowed  mother.  Robert,  though  a  printer,  was 
better  known  as  a  Greek,  Latin,  and  Hebrew  scholar.  In  1552  hi^ 
retired  to  Geneva,  and  set  up  a  press  there.  A  third  son,  Charles, 
a  doctor,  also  became  a  printer.  The  family,  eleven  members  of 
W'hich  were  leading  printers  of  Paris  and  Geneva,  lasted  from  150a 
to  1674,  and  during  that  period  published  no  less  than  1,590  editions. 
They  used  a  variety  of  marks,  that  containing  the  olive-tree  device- 
predominating.

The  Elzevir  family  of  printers  began  with  Louis  Elzevir,  who 
was  followed  by  Bonaventure,  Abraham,  Isaac,  and  others.  They 
set  up  their  press  at  Leyden  in  1583,  but  afterwards  removed  to 
Amsterdam,  the  best  known  of  them  being  Daniel  and  Louis.  After 
printing  for  about  150  years  the  family  died  out.  Their  fame  arose 
through  the  innovation  of  issuing  small  and  portable  editions  of  the 
classics,  instead  of  the  usual  ponderous  folios.  Their  ipiniatiire 
volumes  were  handy  and  elegant.  The  compression  r ccessitated  small 
type,  and  they  managed  to  produce  letters  of  perfect  clearness,  legi- 
bility, and  beauty.  Particular  care  wtls  also  taken  in  the  selection 
of  the  paper,  which  is  close  and  strong.  The  family  made  use  of 
a  great  variety  of  marks,  generally  including  the  olive  tree  and 
vine,  &c.

The  McCulloch  Ministry,  owing  to  a  constitutional  difficulty,  re- 
sulting from  the  tacking  of  a  Customs  BiU  to  an  A{)propriatioa 
Act,  was  left  without  means  to  pay  civil  servants  and  other  liabili- 
ties. To  meet  this  difficulty,  it  was  suggested  to  borrow  money  from 
the  banks,  in  what  was  held  by  some  to  be  an  unconstitutional 
manner.  The  London  Chartered  Bank,  of  which  Mr.  McCulloch 
was  a  director,  accepted  the  proposals  of  the  Government,  and 
agreed  to  give  the  Treasurer  an  advance  of  ^^40,000.  The  caricature 
in  the  right-hand  corner — "Bristles" — is  meant  for  Mr.  McCulloch.

These  documents  are  original  copies  of  the  two  agreements  made 
by  John  Batman  with  the  native  chiefs  in  1835.  Batman  left  Laun- 
ceston  in  the  interests  of  the  Port  Phillip  association  in  May,  1835, 
and  crossed  over  to  Port  Phillip,  with  the  intention,  as  he  says  in 
his  journal,  "  of  secretly  ascertaining  the  general  character  a-Ml 
capabilities  of  Port  Phillip  as  a  grazing  and  agricultural  district."" 
He  explored  a  considerable  jiortion  of  the  country,  and  arranged 
with  eight  aboriginal  chiefs  to  purchase  the  fee-simjile  of  some 
600,000  acres  of  land,  including  the  sites  of  Melbourne  and  Gee- 
long. As  consideration  for  this  land  he  was  to  give  the  native.^ 
a  certain  number  of  blankets,  tomahawks,  scissors,  beads,  itc,  and 
was  to  pay  an  annual  tribute  in  such  articles. 
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Formal  deeds  of  conveyance,  couched  in  lefjal  lernis,  were  read 
and  explainetl  to  tlie  native  chiefs.  These  deeils,  which  were 
executed  in  triplicate,  were  tlien  "  signed,  sealed,  and  delivered," 
the  so-called  signatures  of  the  natives  being  the  private  mark,  or 
one  of  the  private  marks,  of  the  tribe.  The  signing  and  dclivery 
of  these  documents  took  place  on  tiie  banks  of  the  I'leiity  River 
on  the  6th  Jime,  1S35. 

Unfortunately  for  Batman  and  his  party,  these  interesting  relii-s 
of  the  foundation  of  the  colony  were  not  held  valid  as  legal  docu- 
ments. The  land.s  which  were  to  be  conveyed  were  Crown  pro- 
perty, over  which  the  native  chiefs  had  no  legal  control,  and  the 
Home  Government  refused  to  ratify  the  conveyance.

This  printing  press  was  brought  from  Launce.ston  to  Melbourne, 
and  was  first  used  here  in  March,  1S38.  The  first  work  printed  by 
it  was  No.  10  of  Fawkner's  paper,  the  Melbourne  Advertiser,  which 
was  issued  on  5th  March,  the  previous  numbers  having  appeared  in 
manuscript.  As  the  jiress  had  been  previously  superannuated  in 
Launceston,  so  in  1840  \\\  was  replaced  by  a  new  press,  and  rele- 
gated to  Geelong,  where  James  Harrison  published,  on  Fawkner's 
behalf,  the  Geelong  Advertiser.  Printing  was  introduced  into  Syd- 
ney in  1795,  and  into  Melbourne  in  1838,  if  we  disregard  the  small 
hand-press  used  by  Lieutenant-Governor  Collins,  Commandant  of 
the  convict  expedition,  when  he  issued  "  General  and  Garrison 
Orders"  from  his  "office"  under  a  gum-tree  on  the  Sorrento  beach 
in  1803-4.  Nos.  12  and  17  of  the  Melbourne  Advertiser  were  printed 
with  this  press.
